Male and Female Minimum Wage Order 
No. 26 (1958) 


THE Board of Industrial Relations 
hereby orders:— 


Application of Order 


1. That this Order shall apply to every 
truck-driver and motor-cycle operator 
and their swampers or helpers, and ware- 
housemen, and their employers, except: — 

(a) Employees transporting logs in the 
logging industry: 

(b) Drivers of vehicles designed, con- 
structed, and used primarily for 
transportation therein of passen- 
gers; and 

(c) Warehousemen covered by another 
Order of the Board. 


Minimum Wage 


2. That the minimum wage for every 
truck-driver and motor-cycle operator, 
and their swampers or helpers, and ware- 
housemen shall be as provided in sections 
2 and 3 of this Order, except that clauses 
(c) and (d) of section 2 shall not apply 
to drivers of vehicles engaged exclusively 
in the delivery of milk and the delivery 
of bread. 

(a) Truck-drivers, and their swampers 

or helpers, and warehousemen, $1 


per hour: 
(b) Motor-cycle operators, 70 cents 
per hour: 
Overtime 
(c) Subject to the exception provided 


in clause (d):— 

(i) One and one-half (1%) 
times his regular rate of pay for 
the first 2% hours, or part thereof, 
worked in excess of 84% hours in 
any one day: 

(ii) Double his regular rate of 
pay for all hours worked in excess 
of 11 hours in any one day: 

(iii) One and one-half (1%) 
times his regular rate of pay for 
all hours worked in excess of 47 
hours in any one week; provided, 
however, that such overtime shall 
not include any overtime covered 
under subclauses (i) and (ii) of 
this clause, or under clause (d): 


(d) For the purpose of this clause, the 
expression “on duty” means the 
time during which the truck-driver 
is in charge of or driving a truck. 

In any case where a truck-driver 
is on duty for a period of more 
than 84 consecutive hours, part 
of which extends past midnight:— 

(i) One and one-half (1%) 
times his regular rate of pay for 
the first 22 hours, or part thereof, 
on duty in excess of 8’ consecu- 
tive hours during the said period: 

(ii) Double his regular rate of 
pay for all hours on duty in excess 
of 11 consecutive hours during 
the said period. 


Board May Vary Overtime Rates 


The overtime rates of pay pro- 
vided in clauses (c) and (d) here- 
of may be varied by permit from 
the Board to meet the conditions 
of the “ long-distance haul” or to 
provide payment on a mileage, 
tonnage, or trip, etc., basis, as may 
be arranged between the employer 
and the employees or their repre- 
sentatives, or for other reasons. 


Breakdown Time 


In the event of a truck being im- 
mobilized at a distance greater 
than 100 miles from the driver’s 
home terminal because of me- 
chanical breakdown or road block- 
ade, employees operating the truck 
will be paid at straight time unless 
they are actively engaged in effect- 
ing repairs. Straight time will 
continue to the end of the shift 
on which they are working. Em- 
ployees will be paid one regular 
shift each day while the truck is 
immobilized under the conditions 
described. 


(e) 


Daily Guarantee 


3. (a) Anemployee reporting for work 
on the cail of an employer, except school 
students reporting for work on school- 
days: The employee’s regular rate of pay 
for the entire period spent at the place of 
work in response to the call, with a mini- 
mum in any one day of:— 

(1) Two hours’ pay at the employee’s 
regular rate, except where the em- 
ployee’s condition is such that he 
is not competent to perform his 
duties, or he has failed to comply

If the employee commences work, 
4 hours’ pay at the employee’s 
regular rate, except where his 
work is suspended because of in- 
clement weather or other reasons 
completely beyond the control of 
the employer.

(b) School students reporting for work 
on school-days on the call of an em- 
ployer: The employee’s regular rate of 
pay for the entire period spent at the 
place of work in response to the call, with 
a minimum in any one day of 2 hours’ 
pay at the employee’s regular rate. 


When Vehicle Is Provided by 
Employee 


4. That in cases where the vehicle is 
provided by the employee, all reasonable 
costs to the said employee in connection 


therewith, while the vehicle is actually in 
use on the employer’s behalf, shall be in 
addition to the minimum wages fixed 
herein. 


Payment of Wages 


5. That every employer shall, at least 
as often as semi-monthly, pay to each of 
his employees all wages and salary earned 
by the employee up to a day not more 
than 8 days prior to the date of payment. 


Order to Be Posted 


6. That every employer shall post a 
copy of this Order and keep it posted in 
a conspicuous place in his establishment, 
so that all employees affected thereby 
have ready access to and see the same. 


Records to Be Kept 


7. (a) That every employer shall keep 
in his establishment a true and correct 
record in the English language of the 
wages paid to and the hours worked each 
day by each of his employees, together 
with a register in the English language of 
the names, ages, occupations, and residen- 
tial addresses of all of his employees. 


Records to Be Produced 


(b) That every employer shall, on de- 
mand of the Board or any person author- 
ized in writing by the Board or by the 
Chairman of the Board, produce for in- 
spection all records kept by him relating 
to the wages, hours of labour, or condi- 
tions of labour and employment of any 
or all of his employees. 


Order Effective 


8. That this Order, made by the Board 
at Vancouver, B.C., on the 11th day of 
March, 1958, shall take effect on the 14th 
day of April, 1958.

PRIVATE BILLS 





Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application re- 
fers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten day of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus-

And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 


98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days be- 
fore the opening of the Session: — 


(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 


(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 
sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 


(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 


(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 


the House within the first ten days of the 
Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done, 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the

If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof.

NELSON TOLL BRIDGE 
REGULATIONS 





Interpretation 


1. In these regulations, unless the con- 
text otherwise requires: 
“Authority” means the British Colum- 
bia Toll Highways and Bridges 
Authority, and in respect of the 
granting of permits includes any 
person designated by it in writing 

for that purpose: 

“Bridge” means the Nelson Toll 
Bridge, constructed over the West 
Arm of Kootenay Lake at Nelson 
under authority of the “Toll High- 
ways and Bridges Authority Act,” 
and the approaches to the same. 





Traffic Rules and Regulations 


2. Application of Other Acts. — The 
structure, bridge and approaches, is a 
public highway, and the provisions of the 
“Motor-vehicle Act,” and other Acts re- 
lating to the operation of vehicles upon a 
public highway, are applicable thereto. 

3. Obedience to Traffic-control De- 
vices.—The driver of a vehicle shall obey 
the instructions of an applicable traffic- 
control device, except when otherwise di- 
rected by a peace officer or by an author- 
ized member of the Authority or of the 
Department of Highways. 

4. U-turns——No person shall make a 
U-turn, or otherwise reverse the direction 
in which a vehicle is proceeding, while 
driving or operating a vehicle upon the 
bridge or approaches, unless otherwise 
directed by a peace officer or by an au- 
thorized member of the Authority or of 
the Department of Highways. 

5. One-way Traffic—Where a traffic- 
control device has been placed, painted, 
or erected upon the bridge or approaches, 
indicating the direction or manner in 
which vehicles shall proceed, no person 
shall drive or operate a vehicle other than 
in the direction or manner indicated, un- 
less otherwise directed by a peace officer 
or by an authorized member of the Au- 
thority or of the Department of Highways. 

6. Parking —(1) No person shall stop, 
stand, or park a vehicle upon the bridge 
Or approaches, except when it is neces- 
sary to comply with a traffic-control de- 
vice, or with the direction of a peace 
officer or authorized member of the 
Authority or of the Department of High- 
ways. 

(2) In the event of a breakdown or 
other disablement of a vehicle on the 
bridge or approaches, any peace officer 
or duly authorized member of the Au- 
thority or Department of Highways may 
arrange for the necessary towing of the 
vehicle, or the supplying of gasoline, or 
such other assistance as may be neces- 
sary, and all charges in such connection 
shall be paid for by the driver or opera- 
tor of the vehicle before it is removed 
from the bridge or approaches. 
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(3) In the event of a vehicle being un- 
lawfully stopped, parked, or left standing 
on the bridge or approaches, any peace 
officer or duly authorized member of the 
Authority or of the Department of High- 
ways may remove or cause the said ve- 
hicle to be removed from the place where 
it is found, and all charges or costs in 
connection with such removal or the 
storage of the vehicle shall be paid by the 
Owner or operator of the vehicle before 
it is returned to the owner or operator 
thereof. 

7. Size and Weight Limitations —AI| 
overweight or oversize vehicles operated 
by virtue of a special permit issued in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the regu- 
lations made pursuant to Part III of the 
“Motor-vehicle Act” may be required to 
proceed upon the bridge and approaches 
only at specified hours and upon certain 
days of the week, subject to the approval 
of the Authority or of the Department of 
Highways. 

8. Explosives and Inflammable Liquids 
or Commodities —(1) No person driving 
a vehicle which is transporting explosives 
of a quantity requiring an Explosives 
Transportation Permit shall enter upon 
the approaches or attempt to cross the 
bridge without first having obtained a 
convoy or escort, to be supplied by the 
Department of Highways traffic patrol. 

(2) Vehicles transporting loads or part 
loads of the following commodities, or 
vehicles transporting empty tanks which 
have contained any of the commodities 
listed below, in items (a) or (6), and have 
not been thoroughly cleaned with steam 
or filled with water, shall be required to 
proceed upon the bridge or approaches 
only during specified hours and upon cer- 
tain days of the week:— 

(a) Gasoline, distillate, or kerosene in 

tanks, drums, barrels, or cans: 

(b) Oxygen, acetylene, or butane in 

standard approved containers: 

(c) Fuel-oil, road-oil, hot road mix, 

lubricating-oil or grease, solid or 
liquid asphaltum: 

(d) Explosives or corrosive liquids in 

small quantities. 

9. Prohibited Vehicles, etc.—The fol- 
lowing shall be prohibited from travelling 
upon the approaches or upon the bridge 
except by virtue of a special permit issued 
in accordance with the provisions of the 
regulations made pursuant to Part III of 
the “Motor-vehicle Act”:— 

(a) Vehicles with metal tires, or pneu- 
matic tires which are flat or not 
inflated with air: 

Animals which are being led, rid- 
den, or driven: 

Push-carts, wheelbarrows, or simi- 
lar devices: 

Vehicles or loads which, in the 
opinion of the Authority or au- 
thorized member of the Depart- 
ment of Highways, would en- 
danger persons or property or ren- 
der the use of the bridge or ap- 
proaches unsafe. 

10. Bicycles.—Bicycles will be permit- 
ted only upon the sidewalks of the bridge 
or approaches. 

11. Pedestrians. — (1) No pedestrian 
shall use the roadway, but shall proceed 
upon the sidewalk provided for that pur- 
pose and shall continue in one direction 
only. 

(2) No pedestrian shall loiter or stop 
upon the bridge. 

(3) No pedestrian shall climb upon or 
enter upon any portion of the bridge or 
approaches not intended for use by 
pedestrians.

12. Tolls.— (1) The Authority may 
erect and maintain at or on the bridge a 
toll-booth or toll-booths and may appoint 
and employ all necessary toll collectors 
and other officials necessary to direct and 
control them in the performance of their 
duties; all persons so appointed and em- 
ployed shall be under the direction and 
control of the Authority. 

(2) It shall be the duty of every toll 
collector appointed under this regulation 
to collect and enforce payment of the 
tolls imposed by this regulation, and 
otherwise to enforce due observance of 
the provisions of this regulation. 

(3) The driver of any vehicle, and any 
pedestrian, entering upon or using the ap- 
proaches or bridge structure shall comply 
with these regulations, and shall stop and 
pay the tolls according to the rates as 
fixed by the Authority. 

(4) The provisions of these regula- 
tions shall not apply to persons who are 
actually engaged in the operation, main- 
tenance, inspection, and repair of the 
bridge and approaches, except in so far 
as the payment of tolls is concerned. 

13. Penalties——Every person who vio- 
lates any provision of these regulations, 
or refuses or neglects to observe or per- 
form any duty or obligation created or 
imposed by these regulations, or who di- 
rectly or indirectly evades or attempts to 
evade the payment of any toll which he 
is required to pay under these regulations, 
shall be liable, on summary conviction, 
to a fine of not more than three hundred 
dollars.

By-law No. 4648 





A By-law to Expropriate Certain Lands 
on Gosworth Road for Corporate 
Purposes. 


WHEREAS the Municipal Council of 
The Corporation of the City of Victoria 
deems it expedient to widen a portion of 
Gosworth Road lying between Oakland 
Avenue and Cedar Hill Road in the City 
of Victoria: 

And whereas by section 511 of the 
“Municipal Act,” being chapter 42 of the 
Statutes of British Columbia, 1957, the 
Municipal Council is empowered to make 
by-laws for expropriating any real prop- 
erty and for breaking up, taking, entering 
into possession of, and using any real 
property in any way necessary or con- 
venient for any of the purposes men- 
tioned in subsections (1) and (2) of the 
said section 511, without the consent of 
the owners thereof: 


And whereas, in order to widen the 
aforesaid portion of Gosworth Road, it 
is expedient to expropriate and take the 
lands hereinafter described and to enter 
upon and to hold the said lands as here- 
inafter set forth: 

Now, therefore, the Municipal Council 
of The Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria enacts as follows:— 

1. That the following described lands
